Firſt you {ay you write toſhew the concradiRien that is be» 
twixt univerſall redemption and particuiar election, and how 
doe zou doe this; you aske the queſtion how Chrilt died for 
ail men, ſeeing he never intended taiyation to them, 

Tothis I antwer, that Chritt may be ſaid to have died for all 
men, alchough he never intended co make a!l mcn to believe in 
his death tor ſalvation; you fay it God hath onely cleed ſome 
perions, and rcjeRed all the reſt, then there is no way of reco- 
very made for them that arercjeted ; 

But Chrift hath made a way of recovery cut of the loſt eſtate» 
for all thoſe for whom be diced, Ergo. 

Tothis Ianſwer,that Chr; hath made, or purchaſed away 
of recovery tor all men, if they doe not reje& himant it alſo; 
but cleRtion 15a fore-apointment that ſuch perſons arc cicted, 
{hali believe and be recovered, and if the reſt doe not it is their 
owne fault, becauſe they believe not the truth which preach- 
ed, Rem.1I1.5.7. Tohn16.|g, Mar. 3.5. You lay generall 
redcmprion exteads it felfe to all ; particular Eletion it oppoſerh 
it; and faith nonotto all butto tome onely.
